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TRENDS 
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A  coin’s  value  is  always  relative  to  price 
movements  of  other  coins  in  the  market.  When  one 
or  more  series  of  coins  makes  sudden  price  moves, 
other  series  immediately  begin  a  readjustment  period. 
During  this  period,  the  value  of  coins  in  the 
indirectly  affected  series  tends  to  re-establish  the  ratio 
that  existed  prior  to  the  price  movement. 

A  good  example  of  this  phenomenon  is 
currently  taking  place  in  the  numismatic  marketplace. 
In  gem  (MS  65  or  better)  condition,  many  series 
multiplied  in  value  between  January,  1979  and 
April,  1 980.  Barber  and  Liberty  Seated  coins  of  all 
denominations  headed  the  field.  Although  they 
appreciated  somewhat,  early  type  coins  advanced 
only  a  fraction  in  comparison  to  the  more  modem 
material.  (Early  type  coins  generally  are  defined  as 
pre-  1808  issues.)  This  was  due  in  no  small  part  to 
the  insistence  of  investors  to  own  only  gem  quality 
coins.  Because  such  quality  is  never  readily  available 
in  early  type,  that  important  and  historic  area  of 
numismatics  was  largely  overlooked. 

Apparently,  the  notion  that  early  type  coins 
are  relatively  underpriced  now  is  widely  accepted. 
From  Chain  Cents  to  1795  Eagles,  these  romantic 
coins  are  in  greater  demand  than  ever  before. 

Perhaps  the  most  desirable  series  is  Bust 
Dollars,  minted  from  1  794  to  1 804  in  three 


different  general  types.  Their  impressive  size  and 
regal  design  have  always  appealed  to  collectors.  In 
fact,  second  only  to  Large  Cents,  Bust  Dollars 
enjoyed  more  popularity  than  any  other  regular  U.S. 
issue  among  collectors  active  in  the  1 9th  Century. 

As  M.H.  Bolender  put  it  in  the  introduction  to 
his  specialized  study  of  Bust  Dollar  die  varieties,  “It 
is  quite  natural  that  the  ‘unit’  of  our  coinage,  the 
largest  coin  of  any  series,  should  be  much  desired  by 
numismatists.” 

Early  type  coins  have  been  a  steady,  solid 
investment  during  the  past  20  years.  They  have 
trudged  slowly  but  surely  ahead,  while  other  series 
have  darted  up  and  down  in  market  value.  They  are 
the  foundation  upon  which  today’s  U.S.  numismatic 
market  is  built.  Their  potential  for  the  future  should 
suit  the  investor  with  patience  and  a  desire  for  long 
term  yield.  The  speculator  would  do  better  to  find 
an  area  with  a  more  erratic  price  history.

U.S.  Proof  Sets: 

Proud  Coins  With  Humble  Beginnings

Proof  sets  have  become  very  popular  with 
collectors  of  United  States  coins.  The  U.S.  Mint 
sells  3  to  4  million  each  year,  and  millions  more 
change  hands  in  the  resale  market. 

Many  years  ago,  this  would  have  seemed 
incomprehensible.  As  recently  as  1 952,  the  Mint’s 
annual  sales  were  well  below  1 00,000  sets.  And  up 
to  1950,  only  three  sets  had  been  made  in  quantities 
of  more  than  1 0,000. 

Farther  back,  production  was  even  less. 

Indeed,  by  present  standards,  it  was  miniscule.  No 
U.S.  proof  set  dated  before  1 900  had  a  mintage  of 
more  than  seven  dozen. 

Up  to  1 950,  proofs  were  not  issued  in  all- 
inclusive  sets  as  they  are  today.  Rather,  they  were 
sold  as  individual  coins  or  in  groupings.  In  the  late 
1 800 ’s,  for  example,  the  Mint  sold  gold  coin  proofs 
either  as  a  group  or  by  the  piece.  Silver  coins  and 
minor  coins  had  to  be  acquired  individually. 

The  issue  prices  of  early  proofs  seem 
incredibly  low.  In  1 886,  for  instance,  the  Mint 
offered  proofs  of  six  gold  coins  -  the  dollar,  quarter 
eagle,  three  dollar  piece,  half  eagle,  eagle,  and 
double  eagle  -  for  $43  a  set  or,  on  an  individual 
basis,  for  25  cents  apiece  over  face  value.  The  three 
minor  coins  --  the  cent,  nickel,  and  three  cent  (nickel) 
piece  --  could  be  had  for  a  total  of  1 2  cents,  a  mere 
three  cents  over  face.  And  the  four  silver  coins  -  the 
dime,  quarter,  half  dollar  and  dollar  -  were  sold  in 
combination  with  the  minor  coins  for  a  package  price 

of  $3. 

We  re  well  aware  now  what  fantastic  bargains 
those  were.  Today,  U.S.  gold  proofs  bring  five- 
figure  prices  almost  routinely.  And  early  silver  minor 
coin  proofs  are  worth  big  money,  too.  Recently,  a 
seven-coin  set  of  the  silver,  nickel  and  copper  proofs 
of  1889  brought  $1 4,000  at  Part  III  of  the  fabulous 
Garrett  Sale. 


Back  in  the  1 880 ’s,  though,  few  Americans 
had  $43  to  spare  for  a  set  of  gold  coin  proofs.  Few, 
in  fact,  could  even  afford  the  silver  and  minor  proofs; 
for  most  of  them,  $2  represented  more  than  a  day’s 
pay.  Then,  too,  price  appreciation  for  numismatic 
items  was  a  long,  slow  process,  for  coin  collecting 
hadn’t  yet  become  a  popular  pursuit  for  the  masses. 
All  of  this  helps  explain  why  sales  of  proofs  were  so 
small,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  gold  coins,  whose 
mintages  in  proof  almost  never  reached  1 00. 

The  history  of  U.S.  proof  coins  is  dated  by 
hobby  scholars  from  1817.  That  year,  new 
equipment  capable  of  producing  proofs  was  installed 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  replacing  machinery  mined 
by  a  major  fire  the  year  before.  Coins  had  been 
struck  in  previous  years  with  prooflike  characteristics, 
but  these  had  been  few  in  number  and  had  come 
into  being  by  accident  more  than  design. 

The  new  equipment’s  proof  capability  was 
seldom  put  to  the  test.  For  the  first  four  decades 
thereafter,  in  fact,  proofs  were  unavailable  to  the 
general  public  except  by  special  arrangement.  On 
those  infrequent  occasions  when  the  Mint  made  them 
at  all,  it  did  so  primarily  as  presentation  pieces  for 
government  officials  or  for  foreign  dignitaries. 

Beyond  a  doubt,  the  most  famous  proof  set 
surviving  from  that  period  is  the  so-called  “King  of 
Siam’’  set,  made  in  the  mid- 1 830 ’s  as  a  gift  for  an 
Oriental  monarch.  Among  the  1  1  coins  in  this  set 
were  the  1 804  silver  dollar  and  the  1 804  eagle,  two 
of  the  greatest  rarities  among  U.S.  coins  (which, 
despite  their  dates,  are  thought  to  have  been  minted 
in  1 834).  T wo  of  the  lesser  pieces  are  missing  from 
the  set  today,  but  the  nine  remaining  pieces  --  housed 
in  their  original  case  -  were  sold  in  1979  for  a  price 
said  to  be  in  excess  of  a  million  dollars. 

The  earliest  U.S.  proof  coins,  it  should  be 
pointed  out,  were,  more  precisely,  “specimen  coins 
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made  from  polished  regular-issue  dies  and  polished 
regular  planchets.  Wholly  separate  dies  and  blanks 
were  not  set  aside  for  proofs  as  they  are  today. 

Proof  coins  first  went  on  sale  to  the  general 
public  in  1 858,  but  demand  was  far  from  brisk  with 
a  mere  80  sets  being  sold.  The  number  of  complete 
sets  issued  in  any  year  was  determined,  of  course,  by 
the  number  of  pieces  sold  of  the  coin  with  the 
smallest  mintage.  In  early  years  this  was  inevitably 
one  of  the  gold  coins. 

Proof  production  continued  each  year  until 
1916,  but  sales  remained  subdued.  Even  the  minor 
coins,  the  biggest  sellers  due  to  their  modest  cost, 
seldom  drew  more  than  2,000  -  3,000  orders. 

Production  was  suspended  in  1917,  and  for 
20  years  the  only  proofs  were  Peace  dollar  issues  of 
1921  and  1922.  The  presses  started  rolling  again  in 
1 936,  only  to  be  halted  in  1 942  when  World  War 
D  forced  the  nation  to  reorder  its  priorities.  Sales 
began  to  blossom  in  the  late  ’30s,  reaching  21 ,1 20 
sets  by  1 942.  But  this  was  nothing  compared  with 
what  lay  ahead.  During  this  period,  all  proof  coins 


were  sold  individually  —  at  7  5  cents  for  the  half 
dollar,  50  cents  for  the  quarter,  20  cents  apiece  for 
the  dime  and  nickel,  and  1 6  cents  for  the  cent.  That 
made  the  total  cost  of  all  five  coins  $1.81  ,  or  $1.89 
(with  eight  cents  postage  if  ordered  by  mail).  The 
investment  was  well  worthwhile:  Hie  1936  set  now 
carries  a  price  tag  of  $6,000. 

From  1 950  to  1 964,  proof  sets  cost  $2. 1 0 
apiece,  and  during  that  time  the  Mint’s  annual  sales 
soared  from  not  much  more  than  50,000  sets  to 
nearly  4  million.  After  another  lapse,  they  returned 
again  in  1 968  --  this  time  with  a  $5  issue  price. 
Since  then,  the  issue  price  has  increased  three  more 
times,  and  it  currently  stands  at  $  1 0  --  though 
collectors  now  get  one  more  coin. 

In  the  last  20  years,  there  hasn’t  been  a  proof 
set  with  a  mintage  below  2.6  million.  America’s 
finest  coins  have  clearly  come  into  their  own. 

With  mintages  in  the  millions,  these  sets  will 
never  be  rare.  They  represent  the  ultimate  in  quality, 
though,  and  carry  on  a  proud  tradition. 

Is  it  any  wonder  they’re  so  popular?

Prooflike  Morgans 
Considered 
The  Champagne  of 
Numismatics

Often  called  “the  Cadillac  of  regular 
issue  U.S.  coinage’’  and  “the  champagne  of 
numismatics,”  prooflike  Morgan  silver  dollars 
in  recent  years  have  become  one  of  the  most 
popular  coins  among  dollar  enthusiasts. 

Prooflike  Morgans  are  not  the  same  as 
proof  Morgans,  but  are  business  strikes  that 
have  many  proof  coin  characteristics.  Other 
than  proofs,  prooflike  specimens  often 
represent  the  highest  quality  Morgan  dollars. 
This  is  due  to  their  highly  reflective  surfaces 
that  make  them  generally  visually  superior  to 
other  business  strike  Morgans. 

The  mirror-like  surfaces  (many 
specimens  show  reflections)  are  produced  by 
the  coins  being  struck  at  high  pressure  from 
new  or  polished  dies.  Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  the  prooflike  surface  does  not  result 
from  polishing  of  the  planchets.  Silver  dollar 
experts  generally  concede  that  Peace  dollars 
do  not  exist  in  fully  prooflike  condition. 

In  addition  to  their  superior  aesthetic 
appeal,  prooflike  Morgans  are  easier  to  grade 
than  their  BU  non-prooflike  counterparts. 
Abrasions  and  wear  are  more  noticeable  on 
prooflikes  than  on  mint  state  Morgans. 


Among  prooflike  dollars  there  are  three 
types:  cameos,  brilliants  and  gray  brilliants. 
The  contrast  between  these  types  is  easily 
discernible. 

A  cameo  specimen  has  deeply 
reflective  and  mirror-like  fields,  while  the 
devices  have  a  frosty  --  some  say  icy  - 
appearance.  Cameos  with  the  highest  contrast 
are  considered  to  be  the  most  beautiful  and 
desirable  of  prooflike  Morgans. 

The  brilliants  have  highly  reflective  and 
mirror- like  fields,  but  the  devices  are  not 
frosty  in  appearance.  The  devices  of  brilliants 
are  either  reflective  and  mirror-like  as  the 
fields,  or  highly  lustrous. 

A  gray  brilliant  prooflike  is 
characterized  by  its  subdued  gray  luster.  Gray 
brilliants  are  reflective,  but  do  not  display  the 
full  reflective  properties  of  cameos  or  brilliants 
due  to  light  toning  over  the  surfaces.  In 
addition,  there  is  no  contrast  between  field 
and  devices  on  gray  brilliants.  The  collector 
should  not  confuse  the  subdued  luster  of  gray 
brilliants  with  dull  prooflike  or  semiprooflike 
pieces.

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An  Interview  With 
Thomas  L.  Moore 

Major  Consignor  for  our  December  14-15  Auction 


EDITOR 'S  NOTE:  Tom  Moore  has  spent  more 
than  40  of  his  74  years  collecting  coins  as  a 
hobby.  In  that  time,  he  assembled  a  noteworthy 
collection  of  type  coins  and  most  contemporary 
series.  Steve  Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  will 
auction  Mr.  Moore  s  collection  during  its 
December  14-/5  sale  in  Dallas.  The  following  is 
an  interview  with  Mr.  Moore,  retired  and  living  in 
Dallas. 

As  Thomas  Moore  reflected  on  his  first 
experience  collecting  coins,  he  remembered  brousing 
in  a  second-hand  store  in  Chicago  in  1 939  when  he 
spotted  some  Indian  Head  Cents.  “They  looked 
interesting,  so  I  bought  them,”  Moore  commented. 
Forty-one  years  later,  he  feels  the  Indian  Head  Cent 
is  still  one  of  the  most  beautiful  coins  made. 

Upon  moving  to  Kansas  City,  Moore  began 
attending  coin  shows  and  picking  up  additions  to  his 
collection  wherever  he  could  find  them.  Having  no 
prior  knowledge  of  numismatics,  he  had  to  “live  and 
learn  but  in  no  time,  found  that  his  best  investment 
was  proof  coins. 

In  keeping  with  his  hard-earned  investment 
knowledge,  Moore’s  type  collection  includes  an 
impressive  array  of  proof  sets  highlighted  by  the 
years  1 882  and  1 906.  His  type  collection  also 
features  an  exciting  selection  of  matte  proof  Lincoln 
Cents  and  matte  proof  Buffalo  Nickels.  “I  got  a  big 
kick  out  of  every  time  I  bought  something  that  fit 


into  my  collection.  It’s  hard  to  explain  the  feeling  of 
satisfaction  that  you  get  out  of  buying  something  you 
know  is  a  good  buy,  or  is  in  good  condition,  or  just 
appeals  to  you  aesthetically.” 

Mr.  Moore  reminisced  about  the  night  in  St. 
Louis  in  the  40 ’s  when  it  took  him  three  hours  to 
decide  if  he  wanted  to  spend  $  1 0  on  a  pair  of  proof 
1883  and  1886  nickels.  “Those  coins  today  are 
probably  worth  a  hundred  times  that,”  he  reflected. 

Moore’s  numismatic  interests  go  beyond  just 
coin  collecting.  He  claims  to  have  1  5-20  shelves  full 
of  numismatic  material  and  most  of  the  major  coin 
auction  catalogs  of  this  century.  “1  still  get  a  kick  out 
of  pulling  out  one  of  those  old  catalogs  and  spending 
an  evening  going  through  it. 

“There’s  no  question  that  the  investors  have 
had  a  tremendous  effect  on  the  price  of  collecting,” 
Moore  commented.  But  he  feels  there  doesn’t  seem 
to  be  any  diminishing  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
collecting  fraternity.  He  senses  some  of  the  recent 
interest  has  been  generated  by  the  government’s  sales 
of  Carson  City  silver  dollars. 

His  advice  to  the  beginner  coin  collector  is  to 
acquire  literature  that  will  help  him  gain  a  knowledge 
of  the  hobby.  Moore  doesn’t  feel  that  most  beginners 
have  a  sense  of  what  sort  of  condition  their  coins 
should  be  in.  But  as  long  as  they  can  afford  to,  they 
should  buy  uncirculated  or  proof  coins.  That  way, 
Moore  added,  “They’ll  be  far  ahead  of  the  game.” 
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THE  FORUM 
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Q:  What  are  “striation  marks?” 

A:  Striation  marks  are  microscopic,  raised  lines  in  the  metal  of  the  planchet  caused  during  the 
striking  process.  They  indicate  the  direction  of  the  flow  of  the  metal  the  instant  the  dies 
come  together.  The  blank  planchet  tries  to  expand  within  the  collar,  and  frequently  under 
magnification  these  raised  lines  are  visible  after  the  coin  has  been  struck. 

Die  polishing  lines  are  sometimes  similar  in  appearance  to  striation  marks.  However,  they 
are  the  result  of  the  dies  being  cleaned  with  a  wire  brush  during  a  regular  maintenance 
routine  at  the  mint.  The  first  few  strikes  from  the  freshly  cleaned  dies  causes  a  few  tiny 
raised  lines  to  appear  on  the  surfaces  of  a  coin.  Some  issues  are  particularly  noted  as  often 
exhibiting  die  polishing  lines,  such  as  the  Grant  With  Star  Commemorative  Half  Dollar. 

Do  not  confuse  either  of  the  above  with  hairlines  which  indicate  an  improper  cleaning. 
These  lines  are  incused  into  the  surface  and  greatly  detract  from  the  coin’s  appearance  and 
value. 

Q:  What  is  the  difference  between  a  “Roman  Finish ”  and  a  “Matte”  proof? 

A:  Starting  in  1907  and  basically  lasting  through  1916,  the  mint  decided  to  emulate  the 
popular  European  method  of  producing  its  proof  coins  for  collectors.  This  method 
produced  a  dull  matte  finish  rather  than  a  brilliant,  mirror-like  one.  This  procedure  was 
tried  on  all  gold  coins  (excluding  the  Liberty  Head  obverse  gold)  and  cents  and  nickels.  All 
cents  and  nickels  were  made  with  a  dull,  matte  finish.  However,  the  gold  coins  were  made 
several  different  ways.  The  “Roman  Gold”  finish  was  used  in  1909  and  1910.  This  finish 
was  a  hybrid,  semi-brilliant  appearance  somewhere  between  a  brilliant  proof  and  the  dark 
matte  finish.  These  proof  gold  issues  are  known  in  a  variety  of  colors  --  from  a  pale  orange- 
yellow  to  a  deep  khaki-olive  color. 

Q:  What  caused  the  “three-legged”  Buffalo  nickel  in  1937? 

A:  Without  a  doubt,  this  interesting  variety  was  caused  by  excessive  polishing  of  the  reverse 
die  during  its  production  life.  Why  the  excessive  die  polishing?  There  are  two  major 
speculations: 

•  The  dies  clashed  (hit  without  a  planchet  between)  and  detail  was  lost; 

•  An  old  reverse  die  with  surface  rust  was  used.  The  rust  was  aggressively  polished 
and  gradually  detail  was  lost  after  thousands  of  strikes.  Close  examination  of  a  high 
quality  “three  legger”  often  shows  evidence  of  rusty  dies.
